BRETTON WOODS, N. H., Sept. 23.—Attorney-General Wickersham to- 
day declared in an interview with a Post-Dispatch correspondent that he 
would continue to enforce the Sherman anti-trust law without fear or favor 
anc that the billion-dollar Steel Trust, the Harvester Trust and other com- 
binations alleged to be illegal must get within the law or suffer the conse- 
quences, and that there will be no let up in the efforts to send violators of 


the law to jail. 


He referred to the convictions that stand against the Veads of the Tur- 


‘pentine Trust and the cases pending against the Beef ‘irust heads. 


These, 


he declared, would be pushed vigorously and only the Supreme Court could 


gave these men. 
The interviewer introduced the 


subject by asking Mr. Wickersham if 
the report, following the announce- 
ment that the Steel Trust would re- 
organize within scope of the law, that 
he would resign was true. He re- 


plied: 

“There is no truth in the report. I 
havé not resigned a:d do not intend to 
do so. It is true that the Secretary of 
the Treasury and'I are not of the same 
opinion on the National City Bank case, 
but that is purely a difference of opin- 
ion on a matter of law. Mr. MacVeagh 
is the soul of hono: and we have not 
«en referred to the matter between 
ourselves. since the papers were sent to 
th President; who will decide the issue 
‘in November. 

“That either Mr. :dacVeagh or my- 
self should leave the Cabinet because of 
our difference of opinion in that matter 
is just as absurd as if because two gen- 
tlemen living in this hotel should hap- 
den to differ on some public mctter, one 


>” of them would'have to leave. 


WiHing to Be Forced Out. 

“As to my being. torced out’ of the 
Cabinet by threats of powerful corpora- 
tions or trust magnates, I should like 
nothing etter than to go before ..e 
country on such an issue. 

“I triow when I accepted the position 
in the Cabinet with which President 
Taft honored me just exactly what 
‘ «agonisms I should incur if I en- 
ercec the law against the trusts and 
other powerful financial corporations. 

“I do not ask anybody to agree with 
me, but I do ask credit for having hon- 
estly done my best to enforce the law 

thout fear or favor. 

“The only way the great corporations 
can avoid prosecution is by strictly com- 


plying with the law, and they are fools 
/ 


if they do not see that.” 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
Buggesteqd to Mr. Wickersham that 
the Sherman anti-trust law is a crim- 
inal statute and that the way to make 
the trusts obey it is to send some of 
the rich offenders to jail. 

“And if I continue te serve as At- 
torney-General till the end of Mr. 
Taft's term, I intend to send some cf 
them to Prison,” was Mr. Wicker- 
sham’s answer. 

“The heads of the Surbeitine Trust 

are efready sentenced, and nothing can 
save them from serving their terms in 
jail except a Supreme Court decision 
in their favor. 
. “The men under indictment in the 
Beef. Trust cases in Chicago will also 
go to prison if I have my way, so 
will all others who knowingly, wilfully 
and deliberately go on violating the law 
now that its meaning has been made so 
clear,”

Corporation immunity if they would 
voiuntarily disintegrate and reorganize 
in compliance with the Standard Oil 
and Tobacco Trust gecisions. He said: 

“It is not true. have no authority 
te grant immunity to any man or give 
permission to any corporation to do any- 
thing.

Priest Executor of Will. 

Mrs. Farrington formerly was aD 
at the City Poorhouse and 

he Insane Asylum. With her sav- 
ings she said she purchased a home 
for her mother at 5350 Old Manches- 
ter avenue and turned it over to Mrs. 
McDermott with the understanding 
that at death of Mrs. McDermott 
the property should revert to Mrs. 
Farrington. 

Mrs. McDermott was a member of the 
Holy Innocents’ Church. She died Dec. 
22, 1909. In her will. she left only $1 
each to Mrs. Farrington and the other 
plaintiffs in the present suit, and gave 
all the rest of her property to two other 
daughters, Catherine and Susan McDer- 
mott. Mrs. Farrington alleges that this 
was done through the priest’s influence. 
The Rev. White was named as ex- 
ecutor of the will, without bond. 

Two Girls Are Dead. 

Both Catherine and Susan have since 
died. The petitfon alleges that the Rev. 
Father White, while acting as executor, 
being also temporal and spiritual ad- 
viser of Catherine and Susan, who were 
enfeebled and cognizant of the approach 
of death, influenced them to convey the 
Old Manchester avenue property to him 
for $2. 

Tt is alleged that the priest, “de- 
signedly and wickedly, with intent 
to defraud the plaintiffs,” withheld 
execution of the deed until March 31, 
1910, five days after the second of 
the two sisters had died,

SUED IN CONTEST 
OVER $1,000,000|- 


Mrs. Carrie Scharff Co-Defendant 
in Action Brought to Break 
* Jacob Bernheimer’s Will. 


SHE WAS THE EXECUTRIX 


It Is Alleged by the Contestants 
That the Testater Was Un- 
duly Influented.

PORT GIBSON, Miss., Sept. 23.— 
Marcus Bernheimér of St. Louis and 
Sidney Morries, Aaron Lowenstein and 
Josie Forscheimer filed suit here today 
to break the will“6f the late Jacob 
Bernheimer, by which, property valued 
at $1,000,009 was disposed of. 

They charge that other heirs preju- 
diced the mind of Bernheimer against 
them so that he discriminated against 
trem in his testament. By the will 
Mercus Bernhejmer was cut off with 
$6000. 

The suit is against Sidney Bernheim- 
er of New York, and Mrs. Carrie 
Scharff of St. Louis, brother and- sis- 
ter. The bill consists of ten typewrit- 
ten pages. 

Jacob Bernheimer died in Atlantic 
City, N: J., last summer. He was known 
throughout the South as one of the lead- 
ing Jewish capitalists. 

The will was made in Port Gibson 
last March, the contestants allege, when 
Jacob Bernheimer was afflicted with 
diseases of a deadly character, and they 
contend that the document is impaired 
and that the maker of the will did so 
when in a weakened state of mind and 
body, and under undue influences. The 
will made Sidney Bernheimer and Mrs. 
Scharff executor and executrix, re- 
spectively, without bond. It is charged 


that Sidney Bernheimer persuaded the 


testator to recognize in the will a debt 
to him, when, it is claimed, no debt 
was owed whatever. 

The contestants charge that the ad- 
ministrators of the estate have. under- 
tsrken to pay debts illegally and ob- 
tained an order reducing the bond re- 
quired of them as a perquisite to their 
administration of the estate. 

The petitioners ask the Court to name 
an administrator to take charge of the 
estate while the matter is in litigation.

The reception given the President 
by the football crowd was the most 
enthusiastic he hag received since he

As the Archbishop made the state- 
ment those in the stands rose to their 
feet and cheered unt{l the President 
silenced them with a deprecating 
hand. 

When the President arose in his auto 
to respond he said: “Young Ladies and 
Gentlemen—I am standing on a very 
slippery ground’’—— 

“Standard Ojl!"’ shouted someone in 
the crowd, and when the laughter had 
subsided the President proceeded to 
say. he could hardly live up to the Arch- 
bishop’s expregsed opinion of him. 

Following his brief speech he 
tossed the ball to Capt. Fred Painter 
of the university team and the game 
Was on, and the President drove 
away. 


At every school house a‘ong the route 
a special recess had been taken, and 
the children lined up in front to cheer 
the President. Many of the country 
hemes were decorated with flags and 
bunting. At one farm house a big 
American flag was stretched out on a 
clothes Hine. 

Waves Away Cocktail, 

Early in the morning there was much 
speculation as to what President Taft 
would do about the Bronx cocktail at 
the Mercantile Club breakfast Those 
who were anxious to inow were not 
kept waiting long. 

When tbe President and others sat 
down at table a glittering array of 
cecktail glasses stood in (front of 
them. In each glass was a piece of 
orange. Experts say the orange 
ought to be mixed up with the 
liquors, 

When a waiter appeared with the 
golden liquor and started to pour 
some of it into the President’s glass, 
Mr. Taft smiled and put his hand 
over his glass, in token that he 
wanted none of it. 

Gov” Hadley and A. o. Rule, to his 
right ang left respectively, drank 
their cocktails with apparent relish, 

That reciprocity is a dead issue, but 
that he has learned to take a defeat 
without complaining, Were two state- 
ments President Taft made in his five- 
minute speech before the Mercantile 
Club.

I did hope, and still hope, that reci- 
procity will do a great beneficial work 
for the people of both cofiptries.... 

“There was no meeting of minds be- 
tween the people on this occasion and 
reciprocity is for the present a dead is- 
sue, Some may still hold me responsible 
because I wanted something that the 
other fellow didn't want. That is a 
matter of opinion.” 

President Taft was introfluced by Gov. 
Hadley. In announcing the Governor, 
A. Q. Rule, president of the Mercantile 
Ciub, had referred to him as Herbert 
States-rights Hadley, because of his re- 
cent participation in the Congress of 
Governors in New Jersey. 

¢‘It is a pleasure,’’ said the President,

The President chea refer.1 to his 
visits to St. Louis, complimented? the 
city’s clubs and enterprises and made 
the other remarks customary on ‘such 
accasions. 

Start Is Made for — 
While the breakfasters were cheering 
th? speech of the President, Maj.

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|AEROPLANE BLADE 
KILLS EMPLOYE 
AT KINLOGH FIELD 


Raymond J. Raymond Fatally 
Wounded as He Starts Rey- 
burn’s Machine. 


Raymond J. Raymond, 23 years old, 
actor, amateur aviator, chauffeur and 
soldier of fortune, died at St. Luke's 
Hospital Saturday at 3 a. m., from in- 
juries received Friday afternoon at Kin- 
loch Aviation Field while cranking 
Amadee V. Reyburn’s monoplane, His 
skull was fractured and he did not re- 
gain consciousness after the accident. 
Reyburn, his employer, was at his bed- 
side when he died. 

Raymond formerly was a member of 
the Suburban Stock Company. Since the 
season closed he had been employed by 
Reyburn at the aviation field. 

Friday afternoon Reyburn ordered his 
Bleriot type monoplane prepared for a 
flight. Raymond attempted to crank the 
propeller when he was hurt. The pro- 
peller is at the front of the plane and 
is started by giving it a whirl. Ray- 
mond had started tn. propeller many 
times before and a week ago was 
th:own several feet when the blade 
slipped from his hands as it caught the 
whirl of the engine. 

Was Starting Machine. 

Reyburn and other aviators had warn- 
ed Raymond to change his style of 
starting the propellers several] times. 
It was his custom to.give the blade 
several tilts up and down before he 
gave it the final stroke in the whirl. 
This, aviators say, is dangerous. Friday 
afternoon Raymond attempted to use 
his old méthod in starting the pro- 


As Reyburn took his seat in the mon- 
oplane Raymond gtarted to lift the 
blade up and down preparatory to 
starting it. Suddenly the engine 
“caught” and the blade began to turn 
rapidly. The blade struck Raymond on 
the head before he could get out of 
the way. It was broken off and splint- 
ered. Raymond fell to the ground with 
a fractured skull. 

Reyburn knew from the vibration of 
the machine that something was wrong. 
He sprang from his seat and called 
to several spectators who were stand- 
ing near the hangars 2 short distance 
away watching other machines. 

In Auto to Hospital. 

Dr. Roland B. Hill, who had gone 
out to the aviation ground to wach 
the amatetr flights, was among the 
first to arrive on the scene. He and 
Reyburn picked up the unconscious man 
and carried him to Dr. Hill's auto. 
With Dr. Hill at the wheel the auto 
made the run of 12 miles to St. Luke's 
hospital in 2% minutes. An operation 
was performed but Dr. Hill said the 
man had hardly a chance to recover. 

Reyburn stayed at the hospital until 
his employe died and will take charge 
of his funeral. 

Raymond was a Greek Jew, and has 
no relatives in America that are known 
of. His real name is long and almost 
unpronounceable, and after he arrived 
in America eight years ago he adopted 
the name of Raymond for convenience. 
He had been a familiar figure at the 
aviation fleld for a year. He talked 
little of his relatives. He was un- 
married.

While a judgment of $6100 
obtained by the Crystal Oil Co. is reversed on a

‘such as ts practice, have an action for the re- 
covery of the losses they sustain. . 

This was the theory of the old English Statute 
pot Monopolies, passed as far back as 1(23. It gave 
‘those who suffered by the policy of monopolies 
pena] damages to double and triple the amount 
‘actually sustained. It made Englana for many 
-generations a rather unhealthy place in which to 
-. inaugurate trust practices. Under it every man 
affected by a monopoly became a prosecutor to 
aid in the enforcement of the taw. Could Stand- 
ard Oil have survived the multitude of suits that 


would have jeopardized its continuance if every‘ 


man injured by it had received triple recompense 
“in the courts?

West and two in the East and ought to 
reflect the general sentiment of the country. The 
Latta district in Nebraska was formerly re- 
garded rather close, but the Democrats carried 
it by-more than 7000 last year. The Kipp district 
in Pennsylvania was formerly represented by a 
Republican. 

All the elections will be instructive, but none 
more so than that in'the Loudenslager district in 
Gov. Wilson’s state. The former Republican ma- 
jority of 10,000 or more there was pelled down to 
less than 1000 last year.
